At members 'of Torrance 
High School's graduating 
class of 1967 walk up to re­ 
ceive their diplomat, chances 
are they'll be thinking more 
about the all-night party to 
follow than of the weight of 
the occasion. But perhapa 
tome of them will recall the 
fact that theirs it the 50th 
graduating class in the his­ 
tory of the school.

The put SO yean at Tor­ 
rance High have teen two 
world wars and post-war 
eras, a deprenlon, the great 
stock market crash, and an 
earthquake that threatened 
to level the school. 

They have alto seen war

heroes, doctors, nums, attor­ 
neys, politicians, and teach­ 
ers, 25 of whom have re­ 
turned to teach in the Tor­ 
rance school district.

Past Torrance graduation 
lists are dotted with names 
of prominent citizens in this 
area. Associated Student 
Body presidents who have 
made good include:
  Hart Yea Hagan, first 

president of the ASB, who is 
now one of the world's top 
neurological surgeons, and 
the chairman of the Neurol­ 
ogy Department at USC.
  Albert Isen, mayor of Tor- 

ranee, who has conducted a 
law practice in this city since 
hit graduation from USC in 
1980.

«Lon Zanperlnl, former 
Olympian, whoee book, 
"Devil at My Heete," de­ 
scribes his eventful life from 
his youth in Torrance to his 
interscholastic mile record, to 
his trip to the Berlin Olym­ 
pics, to hit near death at the 
hands of the Japanese in 
World War II. to his found- 
ing of his Victory Boys' Camp 
in the Angeles National For­ 
est.
  Ray Sleepy, who is laud­ 

ed as one of the greatest 
athletes Torrance High ever 
produced, and who turned to 
golf to win the Sunset-Fields 
Pro-Am Championship, Long' 
Beach City Championship, 
the Palos Verdet Invitational, 
the Palm Springs Annual

Tournament Championship, 
and many more.
  Sherwood' Tlernen, who 

received his degree from 
Long Beach State, worked for 
American Field Service, and 
taught in East Pakistan for 
the Peace Corps. Now Lt. 
Tiernan, he is based on 
Guam, where he is assigned 
to the USS Kretchner, which 
patrols the waters off the 
coast of Vietnam.

Dr. Carl Ahee, principal of 
Torrance High, points out 
that longevity means noth­ 
ing if a school stands still. 
In the last ton yean, the 
school hat introduced many 
new Ideas in high school edu­ 
cation.

An information handbook

has been compiled for the 
parents of the students, 
sponsored Jointly by the 
PTA.

A creative writing maga­ 
zine, Potpourri, has been a 
tradition since 1957. The first 
five issues have been com­ 
piled into Volume 1, active­ 
ly financed by the student 
body.

An original, one-act play 
festival, which Dr. Ahee calls 
one of the moat unique high 
school thespian activities in 
the nation, has been contin­ 
ued without interruption for 
14 years.

An Art Show, Initiated in 
1963, adds incentive for the 
art student, for the school

buys the winning piece and 
displays it in the school.

In the past 10 years, the 
Baccalaureate has featured a 
religious leader to speak at 
the service.

From a situation where 
only three classrooms were 
provided curtains, Torrance 
High has now moved to a 
condition where most class­ 
rooms utilize visual aids.

Several schools in the area 
followed Torrance's student- 
faculty participation in devel­ 
oping a class ring which in­ 
corporates many traditions 
dear to Tartan.

Since Torrance High is 
proud of its alumni, it has 
begun to formulate qualifica­

tions and plans for a Tartar 
Hall of Fame.

"The Hall of Fame concept 
and its related program," ex­ 
plained Dr. Ahee, "should be 
maintained primarily as a de­ 
vice for inspiring students to 
their utmost in scholastic, 
social, athletic and moral In­ 
telligence, and only sec­ 
ondarily as a tribute to past 
performance."

All of the achievements of 
Torrance High graduates are 
behind them now; and no 
one will know better than 
Dr. Carl Ahee that with the 
handing out of the first 
diploma to the class of '67, 
he has taken a step toward!
